The committee has already placed 


'46 as the tentative figure to which 
it thinks the number of 
employes 


can be limited. 
These include as- 
sistant secretaries, assistant sergeant- 
at-arms, 
stenographers, a postmas- 
ter find an 'assistant, porters 
and 


pages. 


Jf present plans carry, the accept- 


nnce of the report of the committee 
on employes by the convention will 
(virtually constitute rhe selection of 
all the employes, and the convention 
then will be ready :to proceed 
with 


tihe discussion of the report of the 
committee on irules. which also will 
the ready with its report. 


Since the rules governing the con- 


vention will be Of vital importance 
in expediting or 'retarding the work 
of the convention, the rules, in all 
likelihood, won't be adopted -at once.

only the provision concerning .regis- 
tration.
